PPP JIG Storm of Bridgewater: On Monday 
morning laſt, we gained that part of 
"the Town which lyes on this fide the River, and 
therein above 600. priſoners, divers Officers of qua- 
ity, and two pcece of Ordinance: The Enemy fired 
that part of the Town, wherein we were immediatly 
after our entrance, which conticuing all that day, and 
the next night, burned down all the houſes, except 
twoorthree; Yeſterday, perceiving an. obſtinate re- 
ſolution in the Enemy nor to yield the Town, I was 
forced to uſe tho'e extreamities for the Reducing of 
it, which brought them immediatly: to a Parley, and 
in ſhort to yield the Town, upon ao other terms then 
bare Quarter : We entred the Town this day, finding 
grear ſtore of Armes and Ammunition, thirty eigl:r 
peece of Ordnance, above one thouſand Priſoners, 
and amonzſt rhem, divers perſons of great quality, as 
you will perceive by the- Liſt incloſed, 1 have nor 
much time to ſpend hete, and therefore did immedi-

arly diſpoſe the Command of it for rhe. preſent, to 


Col: Birche, as Governour, wherein I doubr nor of 


your Approbation: And1I believe the Commiſſo- 


ners of the Army will offer ſomething further. con- 
cerning him,for the future ſerrlemenr of rhe place : He 
is a Gentleman of known woit'1 and integriry,arad his 
Regiment at prefent wich Major Generall Maſſey, and 
I believe, will with Gods bleſſing, give you a good 
account of it: There was found in the Town,a Com- 
miſſion from Prince Charles, ro one: Philips a Gentle- 
man of this County, to raiſea Regiment of Club. 
men'(which I have ſent by Mr. Peters.) I am very de- 
firous to give ſome encouragement tothe Army for 
their many fervices , and eſpecially for their honeſt 
and ſober demeanour this day towards the Priſoners 
and Town, in refraining that violence and injury, 
which hath oftentimes brought diſhonour upon moſt 
of the Armies in this Kingdom, which may be an ene. 
couragement to them in the like for the future: .L make 
no doubt bur you will be well ſatisfied in whar I ſhall 
do, and I aſſure you, it ſhall be with as litcle burthen 
tro the Stare as may be: I beſeech you, Sir, rake into- 
your confideration the neceſſities of the Army for a 
ſpeedy ſupply of money, cloathes, aud other Pro- 
viſions, wherewith this Bearer Maſter Peters will 
more particular'y acquaint you : who can likewiſe in- 
forme you more largly in all particulars. of this late
